Professors Alcasaodrini and Seals 
jf Rome have, just published an elab¬ 
orate ill tie tr a ted report of their in- 
r estimations into pellagra. They 
formulate two fundamental conelo- 
flona: (1) That pellagTi is not dfe 
pendent on a maize diet, and (3) 
Jut it is a disease strictly localized 
ind limited to areas where water is 
Irunk which has been almost exclu- 
lively in contact with a clay soil.

Ji a colloidal stats. Experiments on 
Donkeys, rabbits, guinea pigs and 
puppios proved that the typical pel¬ 
lagra symptoms oould be induced m 
them by the injection of colloidal 
ulicic acid and that eating maixe 
nade no difference one way or the 
*ber. 

The professors discovered that the 
•ffecta of the silicic acid oould be 
xranteracted by subcutaneous injec¬ 
tions of neutral citrate of sodium, 
ind they cite ten cases of patients 
such benefited if not cured by .daily 
injections of a ten per oent solution 
if trirodic citrate.
